No greater queE- 
tion bad. engaged tho American Congress. 
Ho would take every opportunity from now 
until the close of tho session to insist fiat 
this matter should bo disposed of. The 
Senate had time to pass all sorts of bills to 
bridge rivuleta, but no time to meet a 
question which involved more peril and dis- 
tress than had ever been produced by war 
acd pestilence, fie thought the bill could 
be disposed of !D sixty minutes. 


Mr. Merrill (Hep.; Vt.)saii ho had sup- 


posed that tho Senator from Indiana (Mr. 
Voorhces) had occupied his full timo on 
this question and had become as weary of it 
as ho (Mr. Jtortiil) had. It could not be 
disposed of in sixty minutes. Ho had sup- 


osed thnt by general consent there would 
IB co further legislation on this question 
after tho sweeping measuro lately passed 
that there should be no further contraction 
of the currency.
